DERRICK FELL 

Three Workmen Knocked From 
a Scaffold on tbe Ninth Story. 

Two or Them Dashed to Instant 
Death 125 Feet Below.

Atlanta, Oa.. June 30.— A derrick 
od tbe roof of a new building* fell at 
1 o'clock Monday afternoon, knocking 
three workmen from a scaffolding on 
tbe ninth story. Two of them were 
daahed to instant death on the ground 
185 feet below, and the third was 
saved in a moat miraculous way. 

The killed are: Palmetto Ayres, 
colored, «ged 40, living at Austell; 
Charlea Carg-tll, colored, aged S5, ol 
thia city; W. M. Brown, white, carpen- 
ter, waa cut about the head and arms.

The part of the scaffold upon which 
they stood was swept away and the 
men were thrown into space. Brown, 
by the wildest freak of luck, grasped 
one of the derrick ropes as he shot 
through the air. As the boom of the 
hoisting engine fell the ropes on the 
tackle were set in motion, one going 
up and the other down. It was 
Brown's good fortune to catch the 
rope being drawn upward and he was 
hauled safely to the roof. 

To another boom of the derrick pro- 
jecting out on the other side of the 
building was attached a car in which 
four men were standing. Thia boom 
likewise fell, but was held up by the 
roof. This car was dashed over the 
side of the building and swung there 
in safety. They were rescued through 
a window, none of them being injured. 

The two Negroes struck the ground 
in the basement. The scaffold from 
which they fell was on the court side, 
anil a clear fall to the very bottom 
was opened to them. The bodies wei 
crushed and mangled horribly.
